This bill provides that ex-slaves over 70 
years of age shall receive a bounty of 
$500 and a pension of $15 a month; those 
between 60 and 70, a bounty of $300 and a 
pension of $12 a month; those between 50 
and 60 a bounty of $100 and a pension of 
$8 a month; those under 50 years shall be 
entitled to receive $4 per month until 
they are 50 years old, when they shall 
receive $8 per month.

There are now twenty-four inmates in 
the institution, and this spring these boys 


“will take the initial steps toward the re- 


formatory farm. It is the purpose of 
the officials to raise a varied and excel- 
lent crop this summer and to render thé 
reformatory farm a model. 

With the new addition the property will 
have a total area of nearly 100 aeres,

Petition of Citizens af Macon 
to John 1, Boifeuillet, 


Read at the Meeting of the Police 
Court Yesterday — Probability 
That the Chief Will With- 
draw His Resignation. 

What He Says. 


Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., February 4.—(Special.)—The 
resignation of Hon. John T. Boifeuillet, 
chiéf of the Macon police department, 
which has been anticipated for two 
weeks past, came to the surface today 
in rather an unusual manner and it may 
be that the resignation, which has been 
in the hands of Mayor Smith for months 
past, will be destroyed and not tendered. 

Chief Boifeuillet, a year ago, made up 
his mind to retire from the police depart- 
ment. His resignation was prepareed 
and was ready for transmission to the 
mayor, when a fight was opened ‘upon 
him by some of those opposed to him po- 
litically. Boifeuillet Is not made of the 
stuff which forms a quitter. His resig- 
nation, however, was not destroyed, but 
placed in a pigeon-hole for future use. 
During the latter part of last year he 
consulted some of his most intimate 
friends, indicating his determination not 
to offer for his reelection at the annual 
meeting in January. He had about made 
up his mind to quit the department with 
the expiration of that term, but soon 
after making the announcement the old 
fight was opened against him again. 
Once more the chief let the aldermen 
known that he would willingly accept a 
reelection if tendered. Of course it was 
tendered at the first meeting in January 
past and by practically a unanimous 
vote of the city council. Since that time 
the chief has been awaiting an oppor- 
tunity to sever his connection with the 
force. He has long been an owner of a 
block of stock in The Macon Evening 
News and has been anxious to turn his 
attention to journalism, in which fiela 
he has been a pronounced success. Ten 
days ago Mr. Boifeuillet practically gave 
it out that he would drop his uniform 
during the month of February and pick 
up his editorial pen. The announcement, 
nowever, was made only to a few close 
personal friends and was kept rather 
quiet until today, when it was given a 
prominence in the recorder’s court room. 

It is customary. for the chief of police 
to occupy a chair beside the recorder 
during the sessions of police court. This 
morning during the session of police 
court, while the room was crowded with 
people, among the number being the en- 
wre morning watch of the police force, 
including every officer of the depart- 
ment, Colonel M. Felton Hatcher, solic- 
itor of the city court, secured the at- 
tention of Judge Freeman, saying: 

“IT have here a paper I desire to read

to your honor and those here assembled. 
It touches th erumored resignation of 
Hon. John T. Boifeutfllet as chief of po- 
lice and is addressed to him. It is sign- 
ed by the police force and if offered for 
outside signatures could be made a mile 
long. No city in the south, no city in 
the union, for that matter, has a bet 
ter qualified or mare efficient chief of 
police than has Macon in John T. Boi- 
feuillet. He has brought the department 
to a high degree of excellence. He has 
made Macon the place to be avoided by 
crooks. He has given a safety and se- 
curity to citizens and property before 
unknown. For the police department to 
lose John T. Boifeuillet is for every 
member of that department to lose a 
warm personal friend. It means, too, a 
decided loss to the city of Macon. 
Representing both the policemen and the 
citizens, I earnestly request Mr. Boi- 
feuillet to withdraw that resignation. 
Here is that petition: 

“To the Hon. John T. Boifeuillet, Chief 
of Police, Macon, Ga.: It has come to our 
knowledge within the past few days that 
you intend to tender your resignation of 
the office of chief of police to take effect 
in the near future.

I had made arrangements and per- | 
fected plang for entering a new field of 
labor, but I am not ungrateful for this 
tribute and assurance of your good wii, 

“It comes as a complete surprise to me. 
It had not occurred to me that my resig- 
nation would make much difference. | 
shall consider the maiter seriously be- 
fore I finally determine what action | 
shall take. 

“In conclusion, gentlemen, I desire tv 
say that at any time I can render any 
assistance to any member of this force, 
it will be cheerfully done—it matters not 
whether I am your chief or whether I am 
ir other walks of life.

“Gentlemen, I thank you for this mark 
of esteem.”’

UNIFORM BOOKS

Alabama Senate Committee 
Report the Bill Favor- 
ably, 


Mortgomery, Ala., February 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Johnson state uniform text 
book bill was reported favotfably in the 
senate today and 300 copies were ordered 
printed. The advocates of state uniformi- 
ty are in high feather now and there is 
a general belief that they are going to 
win. 

The senate passed a bill making all tax- 
es delinquent after October 1, the day they 
are due. Under the present they do not 
become delinquent and suffer interest 
charges until January 1.

MET HIS 
IN ELEVATOR 


Robert Jenkins Killed at 
Piedmont Hotel Yester- 
day. 


The dead and mangled body of Robert 
Cc. Jenkins was found caught between 
the elevator and the eighth floor of the 
Piedmont hotel yesterday morning at 
3.45 o'clock. Jenkins was an elevator 
boy at the hotel and he had met his 
death alone and in what appeared to be 
a most unaccountable manner. Half of 
his body was above the elevator floor 
and half below it. The door of the ele- 
vator was closed. 

About twenty minutes before 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning there was a call from 
the second floor for water and Jenkins 
Was sent to answer the call. He‘had to 
go to the seventh floor for the water. 
He took elevator No. 2, which is one of 
the two passenger elevators, and started 
to the seventh floor. He was not seen 
again until two employees looked down 
the elevator shaft from the ninth floor 
and saw his dead body. 

The body was removed to Undertaker 
Patterson's and the coroner notified. 
An inquest was held and the verdict was 
that death was due to an accident, 

Just how the accident occurred will 
never be known. What made the affair 
inexplicable was the fact that the door 
of the elevator was closed, and how 
Jenkins got caught in the narrow space 
between the elevator shaft and the floor 
was a mystery. 

Several theorles were advanced to ex- 
plain the accident. It may have been 
that Jenkins, after going to the seventh 
tloor for the water, attempted to board 
the elevator to go down to the second 
floor and he pulled the lever before he 
was well inside. He may have closed 
the door as he made.frantic efforts to 
keep himself from falling. As the ele- 
vator went up to the eighth floor, he 
must have pulled the lever the wrong 
way. 

Jenkins was 19 years of age and resided 
at No. 29 Orange street, where his pa- 
rents and several brothers live. He had 
been in the employ of the Piedmont since 
the hotel opened, two weeks ago. The 
funeral will take place this afternoon at 
2 o’clock from the residence.

None of the robbers were caught, but 
Mr. Kile is sure that two of them were 
wounded. Tae posse was unharmed, al- 
though Mr. Kile had @ narrow eseape. 

Mr. Kile went to Milltown, Ind., Thurs- 
day to locate persons charged with the 
robbery of the postoffice there. After a 
search. ne found four men at Hunting- 
burg whom he believed to be the guilty 
ones. Several attempts to capture the 
men at Jasper and Huntingburg failed, 
the men having gotten wind of the ef- 
forts of the officers. 

Yesterday Mr. Kile found that tae men 
were planning to rob the Huntingburg 
office and he planned to take them in ths 
act. 

Guards were stationed about the post- 
office and in a lawyer's office across the 
street. At 1 o’clock this morning the 
four men appeared. They broke open tne 
front door and one of the robbers, seeing 
the guards in the lawyer’s office, fired. 
The fire wag returned and a general bat- 
tle ensued, 

Mr. Kile, who was in the rear of the 
building, stepped out into an alley and 
pulled both barrels at one of the robbers, 
but both cartridges failed to fire. 

The two men were 20 feet apart. The 
robber fired and tae bullet whigzed by the 
inspector’s head. 

The fire in the front was rapid. 

Two men with Mr. Kile, at the rear of 
the building, ran to the front with him 
and fired upon the robbers as tney 
emerged from the postoffice. Both rob- 
bers fell, but jumped and ran. They 
were chased for several blocks Dy Mr. 
Kile, but were lost in the railroad yards. 

Mr. Kile and his: posse found blood 
clots along the way taken by the rob- 
bers.

London, January 24.—At Manchester a 
brewery has been established where they 
make beer of a superior quality—and then 
carefully throw every drop of it away. 
Just as much patnsare takenin making 


brewed at Burton last summer, for the 
table of the king himself—but its inevit- 
able fate is to be poured into the sewers 
with a ruthlessness that would delight the 
heart of Mrs. Nation. 

The explanation of the rather surprising 
procedure is that the beer thus sacrificed 
is the product of a sort of school of brew- 
ing run by the municipality of Manches- 
ter This provincial city is a progressive 
place, and some time ago it decided to 
start a municipal school of technology, 
at which every trade practiced in the 
north of England should be taught prac- 
tically. 

When the school was opened it was 
found that quite a number of its students 
were anxious to learn the brewing busi- 
ness, so it was decided to add a model 
brewery, on a small scale, to the rest of 
the technical equipment. When the mat- 
ter was referred to the government, how- 
ever, the Manchester city fathers were 
told that they could not be allowed to 
start their miniature brewery unless they 
would agree that every particle .of its 
output should bedestroyeg. And, at 
regular intervals since the brewery was | 
started. an excise inspector has dropped 
in to make sure that there is no mistake 
about this.

» plan for aiding. the railroads of this sec- 
tion of the country in their work ot 
bringing to Georgia those residents of the 
northwest and north who are dissatis- 
fied with the conditions that prevall 
there. In place of blizzards and a barren 
soil, Georgia has to offer a mild cli- 
mate and a soil so fertile that crops are 
already assured when the seeds are 
planted. 


These things, the healthfulness of the 


State and the enterprise of the people, 
it is believed, will be great inducements 
to those who are dissatisfied with their 
present homes and who art prospective 
settlers elsewhere. 

Atlanta has already outlined a plan for 
bringing these pérSonNs to Georgia. it 
Was conceived by President / ie wl Orr, 
of the Atianta chamber of commerce, 
and was approved by a recent very en- 
thusiastig meeting of citizens in At- 
lanta.

TAX RETURNS OF FLORIDA 


Considerable Increase in the Valua- 
tion of Property. 

Tallahassee, Fla., February 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The tax returns for 1902 from all 
of the counties in Florida, .which have 
been received at the office of State Comp- 
troller Croom, show an increase in the 
assessed valuation of real and personal 
property for the entire state over the as- 
sessed valuation for the preceding year 
Of $6,000,000, or about 8 per cent. The 
increase is quite uniform in the severa] 
counties, and is regarded as demonstrat- 
ing that Florida is increasing in material 
wealth more ropidly than other sections 
of the country. 

It should be noted that the figures ~here- 
with by no means represent the full val- 
uation of taxable property in Florida. 
While the constitution and statute both 
provide for a just and true valuation ot 
taxable property by the tax assessors, 
it is a well-known fact that nowhere is 
the full valuation used as the basis of 
assessment, Nor is the percentage of 
the full valuation accepted as such basis 
uniform in the several counties. A cor- 
rection of this evil has long been urged, 
but it is strongly supported by custom 
and sentiment.

Mr. Magid's faith in 
Georgia led him %0 come here and start 
a big silk mill, and last fall he was in- 
strumental in inaugurating @ movement 
which resulted in tie formation. of the 
Georgia Silk Culture League. Mr. Magid 
has adyocated the culture of silk by the 
farmers of the state and feels confident 
that if it is taken up with any degree of 
interest the industry will prove of great 
value to the south. 

From articles printed in the north and 
Other sections of the country it has de- 
veloped that there is opposition to Mr. 
Magid’s plan of interesting the people 
of Georgia in the culture of silk. When 
asked if this was true, Mr. Magid said: 

‘“T cannot understand why there should 
be any opposition to this movement, but 
if there is 1 shall regard it in the nature 
of encouragement. I would much prefer 
strong disapproval of a plan to disinter- 
ested approval. I know that in the past 
it has been stated .silk could not 
be cultivated in this country with any 
degree of success, but I know it can, and, 
because I have faith in that belief, I am 
preparing to demonstrate to every one’s 
satisfaction that I have reason for the 
basis of the movement. Rather than 
talk about the matter, I much prefer to 
act and show what can be accomplished.

“There wis quite a peculiar accident on 
the Southern railway, between Memphis 
and Chattanooga, about 1 o'clock this 
morning,’ said a well-known traveling 
man in a hotel lobby yesterday. 

“T was riding in the Pullman, and had 
just about gotten to sleep, when I was 
awakened by the train coming to a sud- 
den stop. I heard a grinding. grating 


moise against the side of the coach, and 


the next minute expected the whole train 
io turn over down an embankment. or 
something like that. I tell you everybody 
on the train was pretty badly frightened, 


| but, when after a minute or two nothing 


happened, they calmed down. 

“The noise was accompanied by the 
crashing of glass, and many thought 
something had been thrown into the train. 
An inspection, however, showed that there 
was broken glass 41! along the right- 
hand side of the train, and that practical- 
ly every window both in the sleeping car 
and day coach had beer smashed into 
small glass splinters. 

“Investigation showed the accident to 
have been caused by a tree which had 
across the track as the 
result of the severe storm which had 
passed through there just a short while 
before. The tree was inclined across the 
track at an angle of about 45 degrees, and 
there was sumething of a collision when

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the train struck it at a speed of about 
forty miles an hour, The heavy branches 
of the tree simply scraped along the side 
of the train and broke out all the win- 
dows. There was not a whole glass left 
on the right-hand side of the day coach, 
but the sleeper did not fare quite so badly. 

“Fortunately, no one was hurt, but 
everybody felt he had had a narrow 
escape. The only inconvenience cutside of 
letting in the cold air was that the train 
was an hour or more late as a result of 
having to get that tree off the track and 
out of the way of the fast mail, that was 
only a short distance behind.”’ 


They were discussing late trains in a 
hotel lobby, and every now and then 
somebody told an interesting story about 
what happened to him as the result of 
the railroad’s delay. ss 

One man had just told a story about 
having an entire Pullman car at the dis- 
posal ef himself and a friend for an en- 
tire day on one oecasion. The car reached 
Chattanooga with only the two passen- 
gers about two hours late for the morning 
train, and the latter, lacking the spirit of 
accommodation that is becoming more fre- 
cuent among the trains on all roads, de- 
clined to wait for it. The railroad offi- 
cials refused to send the car through by 
special, aud as a result the two travelers 
remained in Chattanooga with the car 
at their disposal during the day. The 
night train brought them on to Atlanta. 

“T can tell you one to beat that,’’ saia 
another old-time traveler. r- bunch of 
us started out to take a train in Louisville 
a short time ago, and the train on that 
schedule had been late pretty nearly 
every day for a month. 

“ “You don't want to go down there yet,’ 
said one, ‘that train’s never on time, anal 
we might as wel] remain at the hotel. 

“*Yes, but it might be on time just for 
once, and then we'd miss it,’ said an- 
other. They got into an argument about 
it. and finally on the way to the depot 
a bet was made, cigars for the crowd, I 
think it was, as to whether the train in 
question would be late or not. 

‘When we reached the depot we found 
that the train was on time to the minuie, 
but inquiry proved that it was the train 
on the same schedule that was due the 
day before. 

“The train was, therefore, both on time 
and twenty-four hours late. It was an in- 
teresting question as to who had won the 
bet, and I was called on to decide. As 
we were off for an all-day ride and need- 
ed plenty of cigars I decided that both 
had lost and they cheerfully paid the

ADVISES HIS PEOPLE 


COLORED, 


R. JAMES R. RILEY, a _ well- 
|) known negro lecturer, delivered an 
address at Decatur, Ga., a few days 
ago in which he discussed false leader- 


ship and advised the negro to look to the 
white man for strength and encourage- 


| ment. 


He spoke in part as follows: 

“We highly reached political leaders 
and preachers disregard the logical and 
the physiological law of mature, that 
growth is essential in order to properly 
develop both our vital and intellectual 
forces, otherwise We must retrograde 
and all to satiate inordinate vanity for 
leading—yea, yea, the vanity of the pea- 
cock, better named misleading—them- 
selves subjects of democratic benefac- 
tion, 

“Such leadership has failed to impress 
our race that we have no history back 
of us, modern or ancient, and, happily, 
not antidiluvian nor yet medieval, which 
can be traced with sufficient definitive- 
ness to be made applicable to the Ameri- 
can negro. That our freedom meant oOp- 
portunity to demonstrate our fitness for it, 
not Heense to commit any crime in the 
calendar, with the possible reservation 
to avoid the gallows and the peniten- 
tiary; they fail to impress us that the 
best evidence of our entire fitness for 
freedom was made manifest in our will- 
ingness to defend freegiom for others, in 
religious thought, on political and all 
economic subjects. Our leaders have 
hoodwinked us to believe and feel that 
all history and tradition had been re-

achievements in this and all civilized 
countries had been reversed and a royal 
road substituted for us, which required 
great cheek, yea, more—a triple face.

The Ohio river has reached a stage 
of 47 feet tonight, with predictions that 


the danger line of 50 feet will be reached 
tomorrow night. 


Pennsylvania Dams in Danger. 

Pittsburg, February 4.—The Pittsburg 
district has been under a heavy wind 
storm all day. A cold wave reducing the 
temperature 40 degrees is predicted, afid 
the Ohio river is expected to reach a stage 
of about 22 feet at Davis island dam. 
The stage at 9 o’clock is 18 feet 8 inches, 
rising about 3 inches an hour. 

The Allegheny at Herrs island dam has 
22 feet 8 inches, rising 4 inches an hour, 
and at Monongahela below No. 1 dam has 
22 feet, rising about 2 1-2 inches an hour. 

Forecaster Ridgway, of the tocal weath- 
er bureau, says that not more than 2 
feet will be reached, the cold wave hav- 
ing some effect in checking the rise. One 
million bushels of coal were shipped 
south today, being taken out of Pitts- 
burg by~sthe cruisers Jim Wood, Sam 
Clarke and Tornado. 


Storm in Delaware. 

Wilmington, Del., February 4—A heavy 
hail and rain storm, accompanied by 
wind of terrific velocity, swept over this 
city tonight and during its progress sev- 
eral persons were injured and property 
was damaged to the extent of nearly 
$50,000. In every section of the city 
houses were unroofed and trees were 
uprooted. At Browntown, a suburb, ten 
brick dwellings were demolished and an- 
other row of six -houses occupied by 
Poles and Italians were badly damaged. 
Several of the occupants were injured 
by falling walls and flying glass. 

At the Harland & Hollingsworth ship- 
building plant a traveling crane weigh- 
ing 18- tons was forced from its tracks 
and crashed through the mould loft.

Gees 
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Heavy Rain and Sleet 
Storm Does Damage 
in the South. 


Loulsville, Ky., February 4.—A heavy 
rain which set in over Louisville last 
evening continued intermittingly througna 
the night, accompanied by a wind which 
at one time reached a velocity of 46 
miles an hour. The electric currents of 
the Louisville Railway Company, the 
Citizens’ General Electric Company and 
the Postal Telegraph Company became 
crossed during the night, burning out 
the dynamo plant of the telegraph ‘com- 
pany and working minor damage at tlie 
power plant. Falling trolley wires caus- 
ed a temporary suspension of street 
railway traffic on two lines. 

The weather bureau is advised that 
high winds ond heavy rains prevaiied 
during the night and early morning at 
Indianapolis, Ind., and Springfield, Ills., 
and that a particularly low barometer re- 
ported at. Detroit, the storm being con- 
stant this morning over the last named 
city. The telegraph*companies are with- 
out communication to Chicago. 

The storm is central over the lake re- 
gion this morning, and is accompanied 
by destructive winds. The temperature 
was falling rapidly in the Mississippt 
valley and the west and is 
falling rapidly in the Ohio 
valley and Tennessee. Moderately 
heavy rainfall has occurred in the Ohio 
and Mississippi valleys and was accom- 
panied by high winds. Snow blizzards 
are reported throughout the west and 
rforthwest, and it is snowing this morning 
in northerly Indiana and _ Iilinots, A 
heavy sleet extends northward from 
Monon, Ind., to the lakes. Squads of line 
men have been dispatched by the various 
railroad, telegraph and telephone com- 
panies to repair the damage, but the 
progress will be slow on account of the 
vast number of wires from every direc- 
tion which center at Chicago. There is 
high wind which blew down the stack of 
a distillery and in falling it demolished 
the entire southerly wires of the Pos- 
tal company. Communication was fTe- 
stored, however, by noon. 

Heavy Rain at Knoxville. 

Knoxville, Tenn., February 4.—A very 
heavy rain and wind storm prevailed here 
last night and early this morning. At 2 
o'clock the velocity of the wind was 60 
miles an hour, the highest it has ever 
been known since the local weather bu- 
reau was established. Extensive damage 
was done to electric wires and for several 
hours this city was cut off entirely from 
telegraph and telephone communication 
with the outside world. Even railroad 
wires were down. Many local light, power 
and telephone lines were affected. The 
Tennessee river is rising rapidly, it be- 
ing 4 feet above low water this morning 
at 7 o’clock. This shows a rise of 2 feet 
during twenty-four hours. Reports from 
flood warning stations on streams above 
here indicate an average rainfall of 1 
inch throughout the upper east Tennes- 
see yesterday and last night. This, the 
weather bureau thinks, will cause a rise 
of several additional feet in the Tennessee 
river here, though no serious flood is an- 
ticipated. The temperature is slightly 
warmer this morning than yesterday 
morning, but a drop is predicted within 
the next twelve hours. Yesterday and 
last night's rainfall was .4& inches. 

Storm at Chattanooga. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., February 4.—The 
storm which has prevailed throughout 
this section for the past two or three 
days reached a climax last night, when 
the rain fell in torrents, the wind reach- 
ing almost cyclonic velocity, and flooding 
the streets from shortly after midnight 
until 5 o’clock this morning. Signs were 
blown down, trees uprooted in some parts 
of the city and telegraph and telephone 
wires badly demoralized. The rainfall 
for the few hours during the deluge was 
28 of an inch. The wind reached a ve- 
locity of 46 miles an hour, cOntinuing so 
for two hours. The Tennessee river, as 
a result of the heavy rains during the 
past few days, is rising rapidly, all trib- 
utaries pouring in volumes of water. To- 
day is clear and pleasant, with a light 
wind.

Out of Sixty-Seven Boys Attacked 
by the Disease Sixty-two Have 
Died—As Many as Five

Day 


Three Rivers, Mich., February 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Several months ago J. B. Shoe- 
maker, a brother of Mrs. Clark Reed, of 
this city, enlisted in the United States 
marine service and was assigned to the 
United States receiving ship Franklin. 

Mrs. Reed has just received a letter 
from her brother, in which he says that 
the black diphtheria had been raging on 
the vesse! and that out of sixty-seven 
boys from the vessel who were taken. to 
the hospital ship all but five had died, 
he being one of the five survivors. 

Shoemaker says that at times there 
were as high as five deaths a day and 
that it was pitiful in the extreme to 
witness the appeals made by the poor 
boys to be saved from such a death. 


FIXING THE CHARTER FEES 


South Carolina House Passes the 
Johnson Bill. 

Columbia, S C., February 4.—(Special.)— 
The house last night passed the John- 
con bill to fix charter fees in this state. 
The text of the bill is as follows: 

“Section 1888, the secretary of state is 
hereby authorized and required to col- 
lect the following fees upon eaeh char- 
ter issued or renewed to any corporation, 
payable when the said charter is issued 
or renewed. The sum of 1 mill upon 
each dollar of capital stock; for record 
each declaration, petition or return prec- 
edent to the granting of any commission 
of corporation charter, amendment or in- 
crease or decrease of capital stock or 
renewal of charter required by law to be 
recorded in said Office, the sum of $2.50 
for each paper so recorded; for filing each 
déclaration or other paper by any for- 
eign corporation, $5; for filing each char- 
ter granted in another state and by-laws 
adopted thereunder, or either required by 
law to be filed, $5. 

“Provided, that nothing herein contain- 
ed shall be construed to apply to munici- 
pal charters: Provided, fufther,- that 
nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to increase the fees for churches, 
lodges, colleges, schools or other eleemo- 
synary organizations: Provided, further, 
that the charter fees for domestic build- 
ing and loan associations shall be $25. 

“Upon the consolidation of any railroad 
company there shall be paid to the secre- 
tary of state a fee upon th® capital 
stock of the combined company, as in or- 
ganization of a new company: Provided, 
that credit shall be given thereon for 
any charter fees paid by companies form- 
ing the consolidated company. 

“All fees collected hereunder shall be 
paid into the state treasury by the sec- 
retary of state.”’

Judge Parker, Richard Olney 
and Senator Gorman Mentioned, 


Each of Them Has Warm Supporters 
For Democratic Nomination. 
Jake Canton Starts South 
to Test Feeling for 
Parker. .

Washington, February 4.—(Special.)— 
The announcement which comes from 
New York that the borough president, 
“Jake” Cantor, has started on a south- 
ern tour for the avowed purpose of test- 
ing democratic sentiment in behalf of the 
candidacy of Judge Alton B. Parker for 
the presidency, has precipitated a re- 
newal of gossip in democratic circles 
concerning the candidate and the plat- 
form in 104. 

Just now the name of Judge Parker 
is most frequently mentioned in connec- 
tion with the presidential nomination be- 
cause it is believed that leading demo- 
crats of the eastern states could get to- 
gether in support of his candidacy more 
easily than they could in support of 
either of the two other gentlemen who 
figure most prominently with him in the 
current gossip. These two are Former 
Secretary of State Olney, of Massachu- 
setts, and Senator-elect Gorman, of 
Maryland. 

Must Get Together. 

There must be practical unanimity in 
favor of the nomination man 
residing in one of the eastern states. In 
fact, all of this talk is based on the the- 
ory that the only chance the democrats 
have for winning is by taking their pres- 
idential candidate from the east. While 
both Senator Gorman and Mr. Olney have 
many Warm supporters, and a good many 
more sincere admirers, each has more 
critics than are.found in the 
Judge Parker. The reason for this is 
that both Mr. Olney and Senator Gor- 
man have figured much more prominently 
in public affairs than has Judge Par- 
ker. Politically he is without a record. 
He is a democrat who has supported the 
party nominees consistently, but during 
the strife and turmoil of the past eight 
or ten years he has been upon the 
bench, and has, therefore, been able to 
keep entirely aloof from political dis- 
cussions, 

But very little is known about Judge 
Parker even in New York, because there 
is not much to know. His career upon 
the *bench has been marked by good 
judgment and judicial understanding: 
all who have investigated agree that he 
has heen a good judge. He is regarded 
a safe man. a man of good sense and a 
man who has measured fully up to the 
standard of the bench. Whether he pos- 
sesses qualifications presumed to be em- 
braced in the term “statesmanship;” 
whether he would be a good president, 
and what is of equal importance, a good 
leader of his party tn the presidency, is, 
of course, an unknown quantity.

Personal Ambitions In Background. 

The apparent tendency of democratic 
leaders to lay aside their personal ambi- 
tions Is one of the most fortunate ané 
auspicious Of recent political develop- 
ments. There is qa general agreement 
that the party should be guided in mak- 
ing its nomination for 1904 solely by the 
determination to select the man who will 
be the best cagdidate before the people.

One other political development of the 
past few months cammot be too strongly 
emphasized. That is the valuable contri- 
bution to democratic Harmony through- 
out the southern states which President 
Roosevelt has made py stirring up the 
race question. Democratic politicians in 
and out of congress have watched the 
developments along this line with the 
deepest interest.

Drues—In the drug line about @ per 
cent of the patent medicines are bought 
in the north and west. although it is 
claimed that any patent medicine could 
be manufactured with profit in the south. 
The simple drugs offer HMttle or no in- 
ducement to the southern manufacturer. 
Drugegists’ novelties could not be profit- 
ably made jn the south. There is, how- 
ever, a good field for the manufacture 
of paints. most of which now come from, 
the north or west. 

Clothing—The finer dress goods are 
bought In the north, but cheap and me- 
dium grades of cotton and other lines 
are extensively manufactured in some 
portions of the south. The opening for 
overalls and cotton goods products is ex- 
ceptionally tempting to investors. The 
advance in this line in the south has 
been more marked during recent years 
than in most any other line of home man- 
ufactured goods.
